|, on Customs Form B.1, B.5 or B.ll, an importer is required, except in 
the case of goods imported from or originating in Newfoundland, to 
submit to Customs F.E.C.B. Form BE. Form Ei is designed to be made out 
as one of the set of Customs forms. When import entry is passed, 
Customs approves the related Form E and returns it to the importer as 
evidence for the importer to produce to his bank that the goods have

Supplies of Form HE are available at Customs offices.

, This Notice summarizes the provisions of the Foreign Exchange Control 
st and Regulations insofar as they relate to the importation of goods 
ito Canada. The changes from a similar Notice issued under date of 
anuary 1, 1947 are the addition of the underlined countries in paragraph 
ree. 

Currency of Payment for Imports . 


In general, a resident of Canada who buys goods which have been or 
re ta be imported into Canada within six months may make payment for the 
air value of the goods in Canadian dollars, U.S. dollars, sterling or 
ther foreign currency.

» At the date of this Notice, exchange control regulations in the United 
ingdom ordinarily permit the transfer of sterling from Canada only to the 
ollowing countries:

The only purpose of the 
procedure described in this Notice is to ensure that when payments | 
are made to non-residents, either in foreign exchange or Canadian 
dollars, for the purchase of goods, goods to the value of the 
payments are in fact brought into Canada. 
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
